T he humble Remonſtrance of John Blande of Lon- 
don Merchant , on the behalf of the Inhabi- 
tants andP lantersinV irginia and Mariland, 


OST HUMBLY repreſenting unto Your Majeſty the inevitable deſtrution of thoſe Colonies, if 
ſo be thar the lateAR for encreaſe of Trade andShipping be not as ro them diſpenc'd withzfor it wil 
not onely ruinaterhe Inhabiranrs and Planters, bur make defolare the largeſt, ferrileſt, and moſt 
glorious Planrations under Your Majeſtizs Dominion ; the which, if otherwiſe ſuſpended, will pro- 
duce the greateſt advantage to this Nations Commerce, and confiderableſt Income to Your Ma- 

jeſties Revenue, that any part of the world doth to which we trade. 

And char the prejudice which this AG bringeth to thoſe Colonies may appear ro Your Majeſty, I ſhall pre- 
ſame to deſire, that the following particulars in order to the diſcovery thereof may be raken into confideraci- 
on, as it hath reference to the Territories of /:1244:a and Maj1111d, and then to thoſe perſons rhat firſt were 
the promocers of the ſame, for dzbarring the Hollanders trading to thoſe, Plantations, in the long Parliament, 
wich their ſpecious pretences allzgcd for the obtaining rhereof, which arc as followeth. 

Fi;ſt, That the Hollanders will not permit us totrade into their Indian Territories , therefore we ſhould noc 
admit them to trade in ours, 

Secondl:, Thar th: Hollanders admiſſion into YVizgiaia and Miziland (ſpoiled our Commerce , not 016ly there , 
bur in © :g/444, and hindred the increaſe of our Shipping, « 

Th:;4y, That the Hollanders trading into thoſe Colonics lefſen'd our Cuſtomes here in Erg/24d. 

Before | come ro ſhew how invalid the Prerences of the aforeſaid perſons be, as to rhe iurent for which they 
were alleged, bring onely colourable, and to hinder the Hollanders rrade chither , that they might fill keep 
the trade which they had ingroflcd in their own hands, 

F:;{t,l will ſay ſomething concerning the Perſons thar did ſolicit and procure the prohibition of the Hollan- 
ders from trading'into thoſe Plantations, 

Secondly, Wherefore the ſaid AR againſt the Dutch was procured by them, and is ſtill ſought to be con+ 
tinued, 

Thi;d!ly, 1 ſhall rake into eonſideration thoſe three Motives, or Prerences, urged by the Ingrofſcrs of the 
Virginia and Maiiland trade, for the debarring the Hellanders from trading thither; and ſo [ peaking to cach of 
them, demonſtrate plainly, that what is alleg'd thereby ro be an advantage tothoſe Colonies, is quite con- 
trary, and will in time utrerly ruinate them, rhe Commerce, our Cuſtomes, and Shipping here in £124.24, 

To the Firſt, concerning the Perſons that procured the prohipicion of the Hullanders from rrading into ' 
Virg/ma and Majiland, 1 give this account of them. T 

They are no Merchanrs bred, nor verſed in forein parts, or-any Trade, tt ro thoſe Plantations, and chat 
from cither Planters there, or Whole-ſale Tobacconiſts and Shop-keepersferailing Tobacco here in Exgland , 
who know no more what belongs to the Commerce of the World , or managing new diſcovered Countries, 
ſuch as /1:igi#'a and Maiiliad are, than children new pur our Prentice, Can ir then be Rational ,- 
that ſuch perſons judgments ſhould be raken or relyed upon for paſſing ſo important an AR » 

To rhe Second Particular, Why theſe men procured this AR, prohihiring the Hollander; trade into thoſe 
Colonies ar firſt, and its contiguance now, was, and is, becauſe they would kcep ſtill in their own hands that 
Trade which they had ingrofled , and have no body come there to hinder chem , and rhar for the following 
rcaſons. 

Firſt, Thar for whatever goods they carried our of Exglaad to thoſe Plantations , the Inhabitanes ſhould pay 
ro them whar prices and rates they pleaſcd to require, elſe they ſhould have norhing ar all of them co ſypply 
their neceſlirics, 

$:co1d'y, To force the Planters to deliver them ſuch Tobaccoes , which by the labour and ſwear of their 
bro.yes they had made, at the rates they chemſelyes trading chither would have ir , whereby chey gor that of- 
rentimes of th: poor Planters for a half-penny , which rhey made us pay for here in E£gland by Retale 
three oc four. thillings, ; 

Thirdly, Thar if they could nor ger the Planters Tobaccoes ar their own rates ,. bur that the Planters would 
ſhip ir themſclvcs for E:g/1nd, rhen would nut the Traders thither let the Planters have any Tunnage in their 
Ships to £41/14:4, cxc pr it were at luch high freight , as the Tobacco comming for E1g/244 could neyer yield 
what would ſatisfic the ſame; ſo that if they could nor get the Planters Tobacco for nothing in the Country, 

. They would have it for nothing when arrived in Exglard. 

Fou;thly, That ſceing the Hulianders could nor go to Virginia and Mariland , the Traders thither might cars 
ry ir to Hy{L1ad from thoſe Colonies rhemlclves, and ſo ger { belides having the Tobacco for lirtle or nothing 
of rhe Plant :rs) the Duti:s rhe Hollander uſed ro pay in the Countrey for what he exparred thence ; and allo 
the Cuſtom, which ought by cheir own rule co have been paid in Engiand. . 

By which I hope irs apparent, that ir was nor is not rheir love to the Plancarions, che Commerce, or to cn- 
creaſe the Duties in E1g{14d that cauſed rhem to ſeek rhe Hollanders prohibition from Yi7givia and Mate 
laad , bur rheir own priyare intereſts , nor-regarding if the Colonies and all in them periſhed , fo rhey might 
keep the ſaid Trade ſtill; Surely then ſuch men are not meer Judges for debarring of the Hollanders from 
trading co rhoſ: Planrations. 

To the rh:rd Particular, wheiein ir is to be conſidered , how deſtruRive thoſe three morives and prerences 
(urged )tor the obtaining this AC of prohibirion rv the Hollanders from trading ro Virgiaia andMaritard are to 
thoſz Colonics , the Commerce, and Your Majeſtics Cuſtomes here in England, I declare as followerh, : 

To the Firſt, in which ir is alleged , Thar being rhe Hallander permirs nor us Trade in their Indian Do- 
minions, why ſhould we admit him Trade in ours > . 

A good reaſon it were, and juſtly reraliared , if Virginia and Majiiland were Rteared -with',. and did proach 
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ſuch rich Commodities as thoſc Territories do, out of which the Hollanders doe debar us Trade, or that thoſe 
ourPlantations were inhabited with ſuch ingenious men as theirs be, intro which they wil nor ſuffer us ro trade. 

Buc ſceing Virginia and Maiiland have no ſuch rich Commoditics , nor ingenious people to produce them , 
nor plency of any thing but what may be had every where , is ir not then a miadnels ro hinder rhe Hollanders 
or any el{z from rrading thi:her ? Shall wer pur our one of rheic cycs, loſe boch our own? I do hope it will be 
more ſeriouſly conlidered , and nor by following the humor of a few covcrous , ignorant, ſelf-ſecking men , 
deſtroy ſo many thouſands of Your Majeſties Subjetts planted in thoſe parts , and thereby loſe the beſt and 
hopcfulleſt Plantation that belongs ro this Nation; bur permir the Hollanders, or any other Nations that will 
ro trade thirher, untill Y/:72i4ia and Mariland be capable ro maintain ir ſclt by ir ſelf ; then, and not cill then, 
will ir be convenienc to debar Forciners from tradingrthicher, 

The ſecond Morive alleged for the obtaining this A& againſt the Hollanders trading to /V:12;;4 and 
; Mariland, is, thar ir hinders our Trade, not onely there, bur in £2g{and, whereby the genera! Commerce is , and 


- = our Shipping arc decreaſcd. 


To explain this, and ro ſhew , thar the promoters of the Hollanders prohibition from trading to Virgini 
andMa;:land,by reaſon of their ignorance and unexpericncedneſs in the negotiations of the world, are very unkir 
for States-m.n, and to make Laws for whole Nations, when moſt of them have never been farther than in 
their own Shops and Ware-hoaſes wherein they were bred; ſothar cerraialy ir's hard for ſuch, eſpecially rhar 
mind onely their own profit and intereſt , ro ſer Rules for others in thoſe rhings which they underſtand nor ; 
bur with gricf ir may be ſpoken , that chrough the ſluggiſhnels and Nloathful negle@ of our moſt experienc'd 
men in this Nation , and chcir unwillingneſs to take pains , or to appear in publick buſineſs, which chiefly 
may be attribured for their.not being encouraged and countenanced , do thereby give roo much leave to hairs 
brain'd Ignorance to obtain thar, which doth nor onely overthrow rhemſclves, but the moſt ingeniouſeſt men, 
and our whole Nation, whereby, and thar deſervedly, all perith rogerher. 

I heretore before 1 proceed to the next particular, I pray , that the State of Yizginia and Maiiland,, as they 
now arc in, may be conſidered, 

V:;ginia and Marilaad are Colonies , which though capable of berrer Commodities , yet for the preſent aſs 
foard onely rhele , Tobaccochiefly, then in the next place Corn and Carrel, Commodities almoſt in every 
Country whatcyer to be had; withall they arc ſuch Commodirics, that except purchaſed in thoſe Plantations 
ſ cheap as nor elſe-.. hcic foro be had , none would ever go thirker to ferch them , no nor we our ſelves, 

' Which being ſo, then certainly ir cannot ſtand with wiſdom to hinder the Hollanders frem going thither , for 
unlefle what is there produced be ferched from thence, the Planters will have lictle encouragement to manure 
rhe ground, or trouble themſelves to rake ſo much pains as they do , for what, when obraincd , they know not 


whar co do therewith, Dorh ir nor then hence appcar , thatunlcſs as ſome plant, orhers go tro buy whar is - 


planted, rhere can be no trade or commerce in ſuch a place ? Seeing rhen what the Commodities of V;rginia 
and Marilaed are, is it not a great adyantage to thoſe Colonies ro have them by every body ferched thence > 
and on the contrary, mult ir not needs be a diſadyantage ro the Commerce there,not ro do it? If therefore then 
we debar the Hollanders from going thirher, ſee the inconveniencies that will ariſe thereby. 

The Hollander began ro plant Tobacco in his own Territories , as foon as the AR for their prohibicion 
from V:72iwa and Mariland in the long Parliament was obrained, will he not proceed to plant greater _ 


tizs, and ſo torally ſupply bimſclf by his own labour 2 do we nor force bim co this our ſelves , and {1 thereb 
cut off our own trade» will ke, after accuſtoined to the Tobacco of his own grouth , ever regard that which is 


in V:-21414 ? will he cycr afterwards be induccd to fetch ir thence , when he finds his profit nigher at home ? 
and will he eyer buy that of us, when by paſſing ſo many hands , and ſo much charge concraQted thereon, is 
made fv dear, that he can have it cheaper in his own Terricories > ( Surcly no. ) Therefore ic clearly appears, 
that being ſo, of neceſlity we mult loſe thac Trade and Commerce. - 

And if ic be alleged , the Tobacco planted in Holla:d is nor ſo gond as what comes from 77rg:aia , none will 
buy Gold roo dear , and being uſed once to bad, rhe beſt is nor - + ; What growes in Holland for preſent 
{pending is as good as ary, Haye we not in this Nation, by reaſon of the dearneſs and ſophiſtication of a- 
1244s Tobacco, accuſtomed our ſelves ſo ro /V47ginia,, rhar lirtle Spaniſh, rhough much berrer, is ſpent amongſt 
us at this day? And — , experienced men will fay , it is, and will be the overthrow of our Trade and 
Comme:ce, to pur any people upon necefliries ro ſeck that out in their own Territories, which we will nor ler 
them have from us, bur with exceflive coſt and charge ; which if ir were otherwiſe to be had of us ar cafie 
rares, they would not {1 much as think thereof ro plant it chemſclves, of which, many experimental examples 
may be ſhown in 0: der rhereunto, ; 

Again, If the Hollanders muſt nor trade to Virginia, how ſhall che Planter s diſpolg of their Tobacco > the 
Engliſh wi!l not buy it, for what the Hollander carried chence was a fort of Tobacco not delired by any other 

eople, nor uſcd by us in England bur meerly ro my for Holland : Will ir not then periſh on the Planters 
hands? which undoubrcdly is not onely an apparent loſs of fo much Srock and Commoditie ro the Plantari- 
ons, who ſuffer thereby, bur for want of irs employment, an infinite prejudice to the Commerce in general, 

Then again, If you keep rhence the Hollanders, can it be belicved , char from Eag/and more Ships will be 
ſent than are able ro bring thence what Tobacco E1g/and will ſpend ? it they do bring more, muſt they nor 
Joſe thereby borh Srock and Block, principal and charges? che Tobacco will not vend in Exglard, the Hollan- 
ders will nor ferch ir from E 1glaa; what muſt become thereof } even flung ro the Dunghil, Is nor then this a 
deſtruQion ro che Commerce? for if men loſe their Eſtaces, certainly trade cannot be encreaſed. | 

A farther prey .dice doth evidently attend che Commerce by this A& , nor onely in debarring Hollanders 
fro: trading to rhale Colonies, bur thereby we do likewiſe debar our ſelves ; for by 'the AR, no Engliſh Ships 
can load any goods in /7;gini2 and Marilard ro tranſport ro any Country bur our own Territorics z Is not this 
abſolucely againſt the very eſlence and being of Trade and Commerce, and curs off all induſtry or ingenious 
defigncs, and is in a manner quire againſt, and contrary to the intent of the AR ir ſe!f , which I conceive is co 
find our a means, tha: the Hollar :rs cheap ſailing thou!d not overthrow our Markets , our ſhipping going 
dearer ſer ro Sca rhan theirs? 

Which I explainthus , A Ship having loaden her (elf in V:1g7 2/4 and Mariland with Tobacco , Beef, Pork, 
and Corn, maſt bring theſe commodities to Eag/aac, or into other our Terricorics; being landed in England, is 
not the Hollander, arriving in that place, where thoſe Goods are ſo landed, as free ro buy them of zhe Irapo:- 
tcr as any other Mcrchanr of £2gland, rhat would tranſport chem in our own ſhips? they then both gcing co one 
Market, nath not the Hollander the ſame adyantage he ever had > and do what we can in futh a cate , will 

ungsr-ſcll us, 1s not this then a prejudice ro the Commerce, and gives the Hollanders that very benefit which 
-FEltrive to keep from him > Gorlls Now 
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Naw as this is a prejudice ro che Commerce of /'7zg/4ia and Maziland , fo in the like ic will hold in all our 
American Plantations; bur I am, and ir is my buſineſs ar preſegt ongly, to plead for YV:iginis and Mariland, and 
ro ſhew irs diſadyantages rochoſe Colonies ; Will nor this c a grear deal oft needleſs charges and ha- 
zardous voyages, and that uponſuch goods and com nodirics as /Vi#2:#:4 and Mariland affoard , which will nor 
keep in long and tedious voyages ? doth it not hereby then appear to be an abſolute hinderance of trade 
and commerce, not onely to thole places, bur to our ſelycs here in E :g/and > 
I demand then, If ir would nor be berrer to lec our EngliſhShips, loading in thoſc Colonies, when laden,rn g» 
whither they pleaſe, and pay in the places where they do lade (ifgit will nor be dilpencedwirh otherwit-) che 
ſameCuſtom> to your Majeſty as they ſhould have done in£2g/ard,or giveBills from thence to pay ir in Exg/.:172 
certainly chis would be more beneficial ro the commerce, and ſccuriry both for the thips and goods, and advan- 
tageous to Your Majeſty ; for whillt chey are — to £2land rhey might be ar che end of cheir inter: cd 
voyages, and obtain a Marker, which haply in £1g{a4d could nor be had ; and with the proceeds of thoſe v:ry 
goods rcturn for Eng/244, and there produce more adyantage to Your Majeſtics Cuſtomes , when as otherwiſc: 
by making a double yoyage run a hazard to loſe all. $o char by whar herein hath been ſaid, I hope ir will ap- 
pear, our Commerce is rather hindred than furrhered, | 
Then, as concerning our Shipping, L ſhall briefly ſhew , char the debarring the Hollanders thence doch no 
way encreaſe them. F 
The Hollanders never from Virginia and Mariland ferched any thing elſe bur Tobacco; neither do our 
Engliſh ſhips that ſail thicher ever go full loaden, as few as we ſcad. 
herefore if the Hollanders go noc thicher, bur plant Tobacco in their own Territories , whereby they will 
nor need ours , we ſhall nor ſend ſhips to Y+;gima and Maitland to ferch thence what we cannor again diſpoſe 
of; ſo thar we ſhall imploy no more thips ro choſe Colonics than will fetch as much Tobacco as will vend in 
Emwland, How is it poflible that this then can decreaſe or increaſe our ſhips , when as , when the Hollenuders 


' traded thirher , we brought no leſs inco England than we do now , nor when they trade not ſhall we briag the 


more? 
Dorh ir nor plainly appear , that forein Nations trading into a Country make the people induſtrious , and 
rheir induſtry mak<s that Nation rich , and ſo by wealth s Countries to be inhabir<d , wiich increaſes 


Trade, and the mere trade the more necd of ſhipping to manage it 2 Sothar | ain of che judgment , that the 
freer forein Nations bz: admitred ro thoſe Colonies, it will the more cnc:eaſe Navigation thac way, and the 
contrary will lefſen it : For if once the Inhabirants be deſtroyed and ruinared, where is your trade > and then, 
tow ſhall we employ our ſhipping ? 

Having by the foregoing reaſons ſhewed how thoſe Colonies will ſuffer, in debarring rhe Hollander: erade 
thirher, and increaſe, it admirred, both as ro rhe Commerce and Shipping 3 

In the next place I come rothe third Motive or prerence urged, for prohibiting the Hollanders trading to 
V:rginia and Majiland,under this notion,that Your Majeſtics Cuſtomes thereby would much ſutf:r & bz leſned. 

This would be true, and to be allowcd, if we could furce the Hollanders to ferch all che Tobacco chey ſp=nd 
our of England , and that it were not to be had bur in choſe Plancarions 3 bur we ſce the contrary , it's to be 
had in all the parts of America thar are ſcated by any European people ; In Fraxce great quantity is planted 
yearly, and of late years meerly by our debarring them going eo our Plantations; the Hollanders, as I ſaid be- 
tore, have planted ſuch ſtore, wall, it continued from going chirher, plant daily more and more, char they 
will not need ir from any other place : So that che Hollanders nor terching it from //;yiaia or Majiland , nor 
our Traders bringing ir ro England, ir muſt periſh in the Country ; or, it broughe into England, and not able to 
bear irs charge , nor finding vend , it will undoubredly rot in the Ware-houſes; Which way then ſhall our 
Cuttomes increaſe by rhe Hollanders nor trading into thoſe Colonies 2 

I am ſure upon the firſt obtaining this AR in rhe mT ——_— » Our Traders to Virginia and Maviland 
carried the Tobacco from thoſe Colonies dire&ly ro Ho themſelves, and neither paid Durics in the Couns 
ery, nor in Eng/aad, and ſo they would do ſtill if permirred; wherein it is apparent, ics cheir own intereſts thar is 
ſoughr after; for the Cuſtom, ler the Hollanders crade thirher or nor, will be the ſame in Exg/and, and rather 
increaſe than decreaſe if they be permirced to trade thither ; for as the Colonics increaſe, they will grow to 
berrer husbandry, and ſo by the produRion of betrer Commodicies make our Cuſtoms the grearer, 

Having run through thoſe three grand Prerences of the Traders to Virginia and Marilaad, for the Hollan- 
ders prohibirion trom trading thither, I hope it will clearly appear , that the debarring the Hollanders from 
going to thoſe Plancations dorh nor art all adyance our Commerce, or Your Majeſties Cuſtomes , but on the 
contrary, will urterly ruinate the Coloriies Commerce and Cuſtomes rogerher in a ſhort time ; for it che 1n- 
habirancs be deſtroyed, of neceſlity rhe Trade there muſt ceaſe. 

I demand then in the next place, which way ſhall rhe charge of che Governments be mainrained,if che Hol. 
landers be debarred trade in Virgin:a and Majiland , or any thing raiſed to defray the conſtant and yearly Le- 
vies for the ſecuring the Inhabicancs from Invaſions of the Indians? how thall the Forrs and publick placts be 
builr and repaired, with many other incident charges daily ariſing, which muſt be raken care for, elfe all vill 
come to deftru&ion> for when the Hollanders traded thirher, they paid upon every Anchor of Braady,whic!, is 
abovr 25 Gallons, 5 s. Impoſt, brought in by them, and upon every I—_ of Tobacco carried thence 10s. 
And fince they were debarred trade, our —_— as they did not , whil'ſt the Hollander traded the-e , pay 
any thing, neicher would they when they traded not , and yer they carried the Tobacco direRly for Hyl14 ; 
So that all theſe charges being raxed on the poor Planters, ir hath ſo impoveriſhed them , thar they ſcarce 
can recover wherewith ro cover their nakedneſs, 

As Forein trade makes rich and populous any Country that hath within it any ſtaple Commodities to in- . 
vite them thirher, ſo ir makes men induſtrious, ſtriving with others to gather rogerher in Socieries, and buil- 
ing of Towns, and nothing doth ir ſooner than the concourſe of Shipping, as we may (ce before our eyes, Duver 
and Deal whar they are grown unto, the one by the Flanders Trade, the other by thips riding in the Downes. 
Wirhall, Strangers will be brought to Rules and Orders when they come to orher Princes Territories, which 
Natives are not ſo ſoon brought unto, eſpecially our Engliſh , that except they be forced unto that whch is for 
their adyantage,they will nor admir ir,ever repining to be lyable ro any Rule, be it never ſo good. 

So thar excepr the Hollander be permitted to trade to Virginia and Mariland , it will never flouriſh or come 
to any thing, nor never have Town or Village in any thereot propagated or builr z for our Engliſh trading 
thirher ſend no more ſhips than they need to ferch mes what Tobacco our Nation ſpends , and for ir they 
run ftragling all che Country oyer, abiding in no ſerled place, which will never bring co perfeRion any thing, 
to the wondermenc of ingenuous men , that a Country ſo well ſeared, and furniſhed with all manger bat 

rs 


Further,ic may be aſcercained, that ere be ſome order or care raken , thar a particular place be af- 
ſigned for all Commerce, and Shipping We co, and go from,.in thoſe Colonies, there can never be any 
encouragement for handicrafts men, or ingenious Artiſts to ſertle, or reſide there; and in caic they might be by 
ſome means induced thereunto, would ir nor be a ſad thing, that after all their induſtry and pains taken to 
produce any thing worthy of regard, and more valuable than Tobacco, Corn, or Carcel, to have ir left to the 
mercy of a tew Tobacconiſts, and ignorant men, that know not how to priſe or yalu the ſame , but to make a 
prey of them, as they have already done, by ingroſling their Tobacco, and fo give them orely what they pleaſe 
for ſuch Commoditics? 

If that notwithſtanding what is by the foregoing particulars declared, ir may ſeem reaſonable , chat the AR 
ſhall ſtand in force againſt choſe Colonies 'ot Vizgzaia and Mainland, and that the Hollanders and all othcr 
forein Nations, that would go thither, ſhall be prohibircd 

Then ler me on the bchalt of the ſaid Colonics of /Virgiz/a and Maiiland make theſe following Propoſals , 
which I hope will appear bur equitable; and I dare underrake for them ,thar they will be very well ſarisficd, 
that thoſe ho Tobacconiſts that have ingroſled that Trade into their hands, thall Rill continue in ic , withour 
moving further againſt chem therein. 

Fiſt, Thar che Traders to Vi;giaia and Majiland from England ſhall turniſh and ſupply the Planters and In- 
habicants of thoſe Colonies with all ſorts of commodiries and necefſarics which they may want or deſirc,art as 
cheap rates and prices as they uſcd to have them when the Hollander was admitted to trade thither. 

Secondly, That the ſajd Traders our of England to thoſe Colonics thall not onely buy of the Planters ſuch 
Tobacco in the Colonies as is fit for Exglaad , burxake off all thar ſhall be yearly mace by them, at as good 
rates and prices as the Hollanders uſed ro give for the ſame , by Bills of Exchange or otherwiſe , whea the 
ſaid Hollanders and Dutch were permirred thither ro rrade. 

Thirdly, Thar it any the Inhabicants or Planters of the Zaid Colonies ſhall delire ro ſhip his Tobacco or 
goods for Exgland , thar the Traders from England to Virginia and Miland ſhall ler them have freight in their 
thips at as low and cheap rares,as they uſed ro haye ir when the Hollanders and other Nations craded thither, 

Fourthlz, Thar for maintenance of the Goreniiieas , raiſing of Forces to withſtand the invaſions of the 
Indians, building of Forts, and other publick works , needtul in ſuch new diſcovered Countries , ths Traders 
from England to pay there in Virgiaia and Mariland as much yearly as was received of the Holſanders and 
Strangers as did rrade thither, whereby rhe Country may not have the whole burden to lic on their hard and 
painful labour and induſtry, which ought ro be encouraged,buc not diſcouraged. 

Thus having propoſed in my judgment whar is borh juſt and equal, to all ſuch as would not have th: Hol- 
lander permitced to trade into V1rexma and Mariland , I hope if they will nor agree hereunto , it will cafily 
appear, i: is their own profits and intereſts they ſcek y, nor thoſe Colonies , nor your Majeſtics ſervice , bur in 
contrary the utter ruine of all che Inhabitants and BJlanrers there; and if they perith, char vaſt Terricory muſt 
be left deſolate, ro rhe exceeding diſadyantage of this Nation, and your Majeſtics Honor and Revenue. 

Now to have all partics pleaſcd, the Traders to YVirginiaand Maitland , and the Inhabitants and Planters, 
and thar all may be done for your Majeſtics glory and advantage, withour loſs ro any; 

By way of Accommodation this I propoſe, Ler all Hollanders and other Nations whatſoever, freely trade 
into V+ri9i4 and Mariland, and bring thirner and carry thence whatever they pleaſe ; and to counrerpoiſe the 
cheapneſs of their ſailing, with rhe dearnelile of our ſhips, ro pay a ſer Dury and 1lmpoſition that may coun. 

rervail the ſame; and when whar they paid formerly will nor do it , let it be doubled and rrebled, as ſhall be 
thought mcec, yer ſtill wich chis caution, that ic may nor make it as bad as if they were totally prohibircd. 

In the next place, chat all Engliſh hips thar do go thicher ro trade , and carry goods ro any other Country 
beſides England, may be freed of any Cuſtome there, more than ſome certain Dury to the uſe of the Colonies 
for as it is before expreſſed, rhe proceed of thoſe goods vended abroad , will counteryail ar cheir return x0 E:g- 
laud ro Your Majeſty twice the Cuſtome that ſhould have been paid , did they come directly f.om thoſe Coe 
lonies ro England, 

This being ſo ſerled, choſe Colonies will flouriſh , their reſpeRive Governors and Goyetnments will be 
maintained withour charge to Your Majeſtics Exchequer, the people will encreaſe , and by the bringing all 
rrade to certain ſeleR places, riches will abound, Artiſts go over, Your Majeſtics Dominions will be enlarged, 
rhe Cuſtoms there and in Eagland advanced, the Commerce made ſplendent , and all particular perſons that 
£re concerned as well as p.blick, receiye their contentments z otherwiſe onely deftrution maſt attend and be 
the portion of thoſe Colonies, 

I have already in a few printed ſheers of mine , entiruled , Trade reviv'd, which I preſumed ro deliver to 
Your Majeſty, declared the value of thoſe Colonies of Vi;gina and Mariland, and whar adyantages they will 
yield ro this Nation, if encouraged, as in folio ro to 13. of the ſaid Book appears , therefore 1 thall here ſay 
no more therein ; bur on the contrary, if the Hollanders and Dutch be prohibired rrading rhither , they will 
come to nothing, —_ d 

And being /:rgin1a was upon its laſt legs, as we here we ay mg mighty God by a li 
their Governor , under the late uſurped Power dying , by an unadimgaFconſenr of rhe Colonics 
Bartlet was reſtored to the Government, his worth being {9 well kngwh ro them, in which ——_ 
Majeſties moſt gracious confirming him therein, they are madeaore happy , his hrn-ſs for thagSovernigenr 
being {uch, as tew,if any there begcan paralle], | 

Foraſmuch then as God hath ſo wonderfnlly freed thoſe Colonies , as he hath alſo freed us, from their 
- Egyptian Task-maſters, and given them their antienc Governors as at the firſt , whereby they be in hopes to 
enjoy not onely thcir liberty, bur their wonted trade with all Nations, and fo recover our ot that languiſhing 
diſtemper in which they were ; Shall they, after ſo long ſuffering, and expettation of relict, be made more mi- 
ſerable now than evcr, and that by an eſtabliſhed Law, meerly obrruded on them by a tew coyctous and felt-. 
intereſted men, Tobacconiſts, and ingrofſers of that Trade > God forbid. 

Having therefore as bricfly as I could , and the matter required, in reference to thoſe Colonies, Remon- 
ſtrated to Your Majeſty, both their agrievance by reaſon of the ſaid A, debarring them forein Trade, as alſo 
the advantage that will ariſe ro them, the Commerce,, and Your Majeſtics Revenuc, if admirred, and the AR 
ſuſpend:d, Ir is leſt to Your Majeſties pious conſideration to do therein as ſhall be moſt meet, by 


lighrs and proviſions of Land and hae os be ſo much fleighted and dif regarded.
